I was born on 19.3.1915 in Vienna; by profession a historian 
My occupation up to the time of the German collapse was that 
of Consultant to Amt VI (Intelligence Service Abroad) of the 
RSHA. After the Anschluss with sustria in 1938 I voluntarily 
joined the SD, Coming from the National Catholic Youth Move- 
ment, I set myself the aim of carrying through a moderate 
political policy for my country. 

I made the acquaintance of Kaltenbrunner in 1938; he knew 
that the above was my aim. 

In 1941, on the personal orders of Heydrich, I was called 
before the SS and Police Court for "Being under religious 
influence and for being unreliable from the’ political and 
ideological point of view" and had to join the ranks as an 
ordinery private, After Heydrich's death I was pardoned and 
at the beginning of 1943 drafted by the Chief of Amt VI of 
the RSHA,Schellenberg,into his office. Here I was in charge 
of the Vatican Referat as well as of some State Referats in 
the Balkans, 

When Kaltenbrunner was appointed Chief of the RSHA at the 
beginning of 1943 I was continually in touch with him at 
work, particularly since he was endeavouring to draw the 
group of Austrians in the RSHA nearer to him.

Answer: It is correct that Kaltenbrunner did give such an order, He 
dictated it in my presence, to be forwarded to the Camp 
Commandant. 

l3th. Question: Can you say something briefly about Kaltenbrunner’s por 
lity? 

Answer: Kaltenbrunner was a completely different man from Himmler 
or Heydrich., He was therefore strongly and fundamentally 
opposed to both of them. He was appointcà Chief of the 
RSHA, in my opinion, because Himmler did not want to run 
the risk of having a rival. like Hevdrich. It would be 
wrong to call him "little Himmler”, In my opinion he was 
hever in complete control of the large office of RSHA and 
Occupied himself very much more with the Intelligence Ser- 
vice and the influencing of policy as a whole, being very 
little interested in police and executive tasks. He regard

Possibility of receiving charitable gifts consisting of food 

clothes, medicine, and books; 

Authorization of visits by a neutrel egency, for instance th 

International Committee of the Red Cross, whose task it woul 

be to gather information about the living conditions of tne 

internees in respect to billeting, food, hygiene, and 
treatment; 

Possibility for the internees, if they are subjected to lega 

proceedings, to learn the cause of tàcir accusation aad to 

obtain if possible an acceleration of tne proceedings, 


As after two montns no answer had yet arrived from the 
German authorities, the International Committee of the Red Cross 
brougat up the matter again in a letter of its president, again 
eddressed personally to the Reich Minister for sorvign affairs, 
recalling the afore-mentioned note of 2 October 1944 and more- 
Over suggesting at least a pertial repatriation of the concen- 
tration camp internoes. The International Committee of the Red 
Cross received only on 1 Februery 1945 en answer from tre Foreig. 
Office, containing tae following statements: 

"The Germen authorities concerned neve thoroughly exenined 
the statements mede by the International Committee of the Red 
Cross on tue question of the treatment of persons in protective 
custody. 

4s a result of this examination, tne following measures nave 
been taken for the persons in protective custody мло come from 
the French and Belgian area: 

l. «A message service between tae persons in protective 
custody and their relatives will be established by means of Red 
Cross blanks. Таз preperetions to thet effect have been 
completed. It is to be expected that the message service will 
be launched within e very short time. By this means the names 
of the internees will be learned: in perticuler they can give 
information concerning their stete of health.

"In the course of the efforts meade by the International Committee 
of the Red Cross (IKRK) which were successful in gaining more 
hunene trest:zent for the Allied prisoners of war end particularly 
for the detainees in the concentrstion camps, conferences were 

held on 12th Msreh 1945 between the President of the IKRK and the 
Chief of the Security Police, Dr. KALTENBRUNNER. In this con- 
ference, Dr. Kaltenbrunner, anong other things, held out the nost. 
definite prospect of repatriating the women, children, old people 
end the sick of French nationality in exchenge for civilion 
interneos of Gersian netionclity who were at the time held by France, 
The releese of Jewish deportees was elso discussed. It was intende; 
to send then home by IKZK transport and the repatriation was to 


proceed tnrough the neutral territory of Switzerland. 


In order to discuss details, Dr. KALTENBRUNNER subsequently (his

In April 1945, by order of the International Committee of the Red 


Cross (IXRK), I carried out negotiations in Constance , Kreuzlingen, 


Ravensburg and other plr cs with the Gernuan euthorities concerning 
exchanges of prisoner of war and detainees. Аз carly as March, the 
President of the IKRX carried out negotiations with General KaLTEN- 
BRUNNER with regard to exchenge of Geriian civilians held by the 
french against French in German camps. after negotiations in Ferli 
between Generel KALTENBRUNNER’ the Foreign Office end myself (cou- 
missioned by the IKRX), I wes able, on 4th april 1945, to take 300 
French women, as the first batch, to Switzerlend, after this, 
further discussions on the batches to follow continued to take plac 
near the Swiss frontier. 

A conference on 22nd april 1945, in the Inselhotel in Constance, 
WINDECKER, the envoy of the Foreign Office, handed ге a rədio 
message from KALTENBRUNwER from Salzburg.

required whether "in continuation of the earlier conferences" in 
Innsbruck on 23rd April with the President of the ІКЕК and nyself, 
he "could have another conference" with Dr. Hans BACHMANN, General 
Secretary of the IKRX, end myself.
